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Anti-British Rubbish 

‘The “Sin Shun Pao,” an anti-Chingking daily 
published here in the Chinese language, on May 
31, printed a news item illustrated by’ pictures 
‘and reaffirming the story, already suflciently 
denied, that the British in Hongkong are re~ 
erulting Chinese for labour purposes at the 
front in France. The pictures published with 
the article were taken in Tsingtao during the 
last: great war, and show a number of Chinese 
coolies on parade, and some of them at leisure 
fn thelr camps. The obvious intention of pu- 
Dilshing the pictures is to make the readers of 
the paper belleve that they are proof of the 
allegation that a Chinese Labour Corps is being 
Fecrulted for service at the front in this war. 
‘The report is a tissue of falsehood. An extract 
follows:—

‘The “North-China Dally News" employs one of] 
the members of the Chinese Labour Corps 
who ‘saw service in the last war. This rubbish 
‘was shown (o him and he was asked to com- 
ent. He was able to state from his own ex- 
Perlence that there is not a vestige of truth in 
‘any of Jt. 


The Italian Position 

‘The Italian attitude in the present European 
‘war is keeping the Allies on the jump; no one 
‘can foretell where or when, if ever, the Italian 
‘blow will fall, or what repercussions twill 
have among the Balkan states, where rivalry 
unfortunately exists which might be. suficlent 
Yo obscure the ullimate advantage accruing to 
each nation from a. strictly neutral stand. 
[Signor ‘Muscolin}, according to telegrams pub- 
lished in the United States which appeared in| 
this Journal ‘gn June 3, may make s ast bid for 
peace, Including in the terms demands 
the Nazis various demands which would satisty, 
t least for the moment, the more bellicose| 
of his own followers. Such peace terms could 
fonly be sccompanied by an ultimatum which, 
there can be no doubt, the Allies would have 
to refuse. ‘Signor Mussolini would then be 
committed to war ogainst the Allies, which 


























‘might lose him the initial advantage of attack. 
‘Such an ultimatum, delivered with obvious 
bles in favour of the Nuzi cause, might 
legitimately be interpreted by the’ Allies, 
as. the equivalent of a declaration of war, 
land Signor Mussolini might find the extremely 
powerful Allied naval concentration now in the 
feastern Mediterranean ‘knocking loudly on the 
door of the Dodecanese Islands where, it is 
‘understood, the main Italian fleet has’ been 
Jeoncentratéd. No doubt the defenders of the 
{slands could inflict an enormous amount of 
damage, but whether at the end of the engage- 
‘ment they would have any fleet worth men- 
tioning can reasonably be questioned. Land 
operations, unless pointed against the narrow 
Franco-Italian frontier, would involve Signor 
‘Mussolini in unpredictable complications. The 
‘Yugoslav are a formidable race to conquer, if 
Ti Duce has designs in their direction. ‘the 
Greeks’ might be easier, but reinforeed by the 
‘Turks, they would be 'no simple proposition. 
Whichever way the reckoning is taken, the 
Malians have a difficult choice before them, 
and it would seem that the estimate of Sit 
‘Sydney Fremantle, quoted in yesterday's issue, 
might be correct: that Italy stands. to lose 
everything and gain nothing by entering the 





“Secret Weapons” 


‘The Nazi insistence upon the possession of 
same deadly seeret weapon by means of which 
they would go through thelr opponents lke a 
kknife through cheese, has not so far been born 
out by developments. There have been a variety. 
of reports on this weapon. It has been described 
‘8 an electric ray which disorganizes the nerve 
‘centres of the opposing forces and makes thelr 
‘capture easy and painless for both sides. It 
has been described asa. “suicide bomber"— 
janes which will hurl themselves and thelr 
loads of bombs against any target. Again, 
there has been talk of a new anti-mine device, 
by ‘which minefllds laid by the Allies are 
‘automatically blown up. The, magnetic mine 
was once thought fo be the “sceret weapon.” 
Flimesthrowing tanks might have been i, ex 
cept for the fact that they have been experi- 
mented with In Russia for some. time. No 
‘especially deadly explosives have so far featured. 
in'the news, and there seems 10 be no evidence 
that Hitler ‘has employed anything which has 
faken the experts by surprise. Had he such a 
‘weapon up his sleeve, it is more than probable 
that he would have used it before now. The 
slaughter among the German troops advancing 
in Prance has been enormous, Had Hiller any 
Invinelble means of overcoming resistance, sure- 
ly he would have used them to save the lives 
of his countrymen and the soldiers who are 
frusting In him, rather than sending them in 

aves against decimating fire, Of the different 
claims made to date about this “secret weapon," 
hot ane appears to hold water. The magnetic ray 
Js probably nothing more than one of Dr. Goeb- 
bels’ now notorious brain-storms. If so easy 0 
method of winning a war were available, why 
Sacrifice tens of thousands of German lives. be- 
fore putting it into use? Nothing has been heard 
of “suleide bombers," unless it is the reckless

‘would have proved most useful—in the inital 
‘attack on Norway, when German losses in troop 
transports were enormous. The magnetic minc 
thas proved easy to neutralize, Flame-throwing. 
tanks the Allied General Staffs should have 
been, and probably were, prepared for, ‘Thelr 
chief usefulness ‘against. ‘prepared positions 
seems to be'to force men in conerete pill-boxes 
{0 close up thelr loop-holes against the fiames, 
thereby preventing them from firing while 
engineers advance and plant explosives round 
the pill-boxes and blow them up. The destruc 
Live power of these tanks when once a line 
hhas been pierced is, of course, enormous; but 
bby themselves they ‘are not sufflelent to pierce 
a tine, ‘The use by the Germans of exception- 
ally heavy tanks as the spearhead of thelr con- 
ccentrated attacks on narrow fronts, these heavy 
tanks being impervious to the anti-tank rifle but 
not to the anti-tank gun; the use of dive-bombers 
{instead of heavy artillery; possibly the use of 
exceptionally long-range guns for bombardment 
purposes, to supplement the bombers; and the 
Perfection of the German equipment may have 
caught the Allies inadequately prepared, But 
none of these things can be called a. “secret 
weapon” and none of them cannot be counter 
Jacted. ‘The German successes in Flanders and 
France in this present offensive have to be 
Admitted. But it may be doubted whether they 
would ever have been won'had the blunder of 
‘hot properly defending the Meuse line not been 
made. That blunder was brilliantly exploited by 
the German High Command, and ‘resulted in 
‘widespread disorganization behind ‘the Allied 
fronts, with accompanying loss of supplles and 
stores. Grave as the situation is, however, and. 
perilous the position of the armies north of the 
Nazi break through, there is nothing to sup- 
port the belief that the blunder Js irreparable. 











Italy to Decide 


At may bo that, when the’ Fascist Grand 
Council meets on Tuesday, (June 4) 11 Duce will 
‘announce Italy's entry into the war. ‘The breaking 
‘off by Rome of the Anglo-Italian trade negotia- 
tons, on the ground that no useful purpose 
could be served by continuing them, was at 





Jeast honest, in comparison with the flagrant 
dishonesty of Der Fuchrer, for’ it “gives the 
Allies clear warning that, despite thelr efforts, 


‘the situation has worsened, and that Italy may 
take such decisions in the’ near future as will 
rank her alongside her Ally rather more posi 
tively than has been the case up to the present. 
The daira on the part of the Alles not to 
ave to fight Italy is evidenced by the proposal. 
to. make ‘the blockade less stringent against 
her. ‘That proposal occasioned some anxloty, 
‘or it might very well have permitted Italy {0 
continue as a channel through which Germany 
‘might receive a certain amount of contraband, 
and in making such a proposal the Allies were 
Jn fact modifying the efficacy of thelr Blockade. 
With Haly definitely in the war she will be 
subjected to precisely the sume degree of 
blockade as has been imposed upon Germany, 
and the closing of this avenue of supply to the 
Jatter will in effect. amount to. the further 
blockage of one of the various leaks in the 
blockade system, the existence of which hi 
been notorious, "The result from that point of 
view will be that the German-Itallan alliance 
will have to depend upon tho Balkans and 
Russia as thelr ‘only remaining sources of 
supply. Russia, it is known, has defintely not 
come up to German expectations, while, if the 
Balkans cannot provide Germany ‘with adequate 
supplies, how ean it possibly be expected that. 
they would be able to render, much assistance 
to Italy? Regrettable as Italy's entry into the 
war would be, departure from her present 
ambiguous attitude’ will not be without. its 
benefits for the Allies. ‘The situation” which 
‘will be brought about will be mo different from 
what "they expected it would be when they 
declared war on Germany for her Jnvasion of 
Poland. in a state of non-belligerency Italy 
has been able to render some economic assist 
fanee to her ally. ‘The extension of the blockade 
to her, and the expansion of her own needs by 
reason of war, will no longer permit her to 
carry on in the same way. Thus the imperas 
tive demands which will’ be made upon the 
Halian ‘railway system will mitigate against 
the full receipt of those rail-borne coal supplies 
tupon which italy has now to depend for her 
Industries. ‘She will be thrown upon her own 
resourees in other directions also, and it is 
only by a short sharp war, lasting’ perhaps m0 
more than a few weeks that, Signor Musso 

ean hope to secure any benefits, and then only 
It he and Herr Hitler gain the day. There 1s 
ttle or nothing in the bellet that Italian entry 
into the war Will have much effect upon the 
fighting in northern Franee. Ever since the 
commencement of hostilities the French have 
made adequate dispositions to meet the 
possibility of an align invasion in the south, 
And the transport of reinforcements from the 
north to the south, except for some unforeseen 
circumstance, would not seem to be necessary, 
‘There is now very liltle reason to believe that 
Signor Mussolini will keep out of this war. 
‘That there are powerful Influences in Rome jn 
favour of Italy continuing to remain peaceful 
is undoubted, "but the manner in which the 
controlled Ttalisn Press has sought to inflame 
the masses in favour of war, clearly indicat 

what the rulers have in mind. It would con- 
sequently be most unvise to regard the future 
in any light apart from that of the inevitability 
of Italy's entrance, for the only question which 
up to the present has not beon answered, 1s 0s 
to when it will take place.

Nanking Repudiates 
Railway Contract 


‘Tokyo, May’ 20. 

In accordance with a declaration of 
May 6, the Nanking government 
issued a statement declaring nulll- 
feation ‘of a contract for a 480,000| 
frane railway loan on the security 
of the surplus in Customs revenue 
for the construction of a new railway 
between Kunming and Suchow in 
southern Szechuen province, accord- 
ing to a Japanese message from Nan- 


ing. 
‘The contract was reported to have 
been cozeluded between the Chung- 
King régime and a French foundation 
for economic exploitation of China. 

In return for conclusion of the 
‘contract France was to secure mining 
concessions along the projected ralil- 
way, according to the statement, 
which declares that such a contract 
is regarded as France's political action 
‘aiming at disturbing the national 
movement going on under the guid- 
‘nee of the Nanking government. 

‘At this time when the masses of 
China “are anxious for peace,” the 
statement points out, the new  gov- 
ernment cannot but draw the atten- 
tion of France to the fact that the 
Nanking régime feels great concern 
about the railway loan contract and. 
will neither recognize such a contract 
nor share responsibility for it— 
Reuter.

A TITANIC STRUGGLE 
: May 29. 


After eighteen days of fighting of unparall~ 
eled flerceness the Germans have not yet 
succeeded in accomplishing their first aim to 
destroy the Allied armies in Flanders. ‘The 
original success obtained in breaking through 
between Peronne and Cambrai has been ex- 
plolted to the utmost, and despite the fact 
that Allied counter-attacks have resulted in 
reducing the width of the original gap, the 
enemy have been able to rush large forces 
through to the Channel where they have 
succeeded in reaching as far north as 
Boulogne, and possibly Calais, though there 
still seoms to be some doubt ‘as to whether 
that port has also fallen, leaving, if that 
proves to be the case, Dunkirk, Ostend, 

* Blankenburg and Zeebrugge in the hands of 
the Allies. ‘Thus while the German thrust 
is proceeding along the channel coast, the 
German high command in an attempt to 
destroy the Allied armies which are sur~ 
rounded on three sides, are making heavy 
‘attacks between Bapaume and Cambrai, 
‘where it is claimed they have reached Vimy, 
and along the River Escaut between Tournai 
and Courtrai in an endeavour to split the Al- 
lied forces iusto three, Should they succeed in 
thelr attempts, which up to the present have 
been firmly held by the Allies, it would force 
‘general retreat, especially from the Cam~ 
brai-Valenciennes front, and possibly also 
from Bapaume. To counter this and to 
endeavour to effect a junction between the 
encircled Allies, and ‘their forces on the 
Somme, the French are reported to be pre- 
paring a counter-attack northwards from 

hat at the time of writing had 
not then been started, and it may be some 
days yet before the Allies will be able to wipe 
out the gap which was made early in the 

German onslaught, in which event the forces 

under General von Reichenau operating 
along the Channel coast will be cut off from 

‘the main German armies, and stand in pre- 

cisely the same peril as do the Allied troops 
in Flanders at the moment. A brief mes- 
je from London states that the situation 
increasingly grave, though from the 
various communiqués which have come to 
hand it is clear that the battle is not yet lost, 
‘and may never be. 


Indeed the great gallantry with which the 
Allies are resisting, the enormous slaughter 
‘which is belng inflicted on the enemy troops 
which are being thrown into the fray with 
a prodigality clearly indicating the German 
determination to win this battle at all costs, 
and the fact that despite numerical inferior- 
ity the Allies are able to hold their positions 
fon practically all fronts, provide in them- 
selves ample ground for believing that 
ultimately this initial struggle will result 
favourably to the: Allies. ‘The various re- 
ports which deal with the present battle 
speak of the similarity between German 
methods now, and those adopted in the at- 
tacks upon Verdun during the last war, when 
the enemy threw hundreds of thousands of 
‘men into the fray and endured a carnage al- 
most unparalleled in history before. In con- 
neetion with the onslaughts against Verdun 
it is interesting to remember that while 
Generals Ludendorff and von Kuhl were 
strongly in favour of attacking the British, 
Count von der Schulenburg took the opposite 
view declaring that “England with her dog- 
ged self-confidence is not likely to end the 
‘war on account of a partial defeat of her 
army.” He favoured attacking the French at 
‘Verdun in the hope of inflicting such a defeat 
that the Allies would sue for peace. ‘That 
failed after a most wanton sacrifice of life, 
and what the Germans are doing now is in 
fone sense a return to the original plans of 
Ludendorft and von Kuhl in an attempt to 
destroy a portion of the British forces, and 
‘thus secure a position from which to thrust 
right into the heart of Britain. So, regard- 
Jess of the terrific slaughter which’ the Al- 
ies are meting out to the enemy, masses 
of men are being thrown against defensive 
positions in the hope that by sheer weight of 
numbers the resistance will be broken down. 
Indeed should the Germans eventually suc- 
ceed in winning this battle it will be open 
to very considerable question whether they 
will not have paid too high a price for it, and 
definitely have prejudiced thelr chances of 
ever again being able to assume an offensive 
of similar proportions. 























‘Should the expected counter-attack of the 
Allies result in the removal of the gap be- 
tween thelr forces there is every hope that 
{this present engagement will end in a defeat 
of the enemy, for not only will a decisive 
blow have been delivered, but the forces 
which have sped through the gap will in tun 
bbe cut off and probably wiped out with the re- 
storation of the Channel ports to the Allies. 
That may take a considerable time, and the| 
Muctuation of this enormous struggle wil 
have to be watched with patience and the 
Knowledge that no effort is being neglected 
to ensure eventual success. Count von der 
Schulenburg's estimate of the dogged self- 
confidence of the British is as correct now as 
it was when. he originally made it, and 
should this present battle end unfortunately 
for them, there can be no doubt about it that 
they and their Ales will continue the strug- 
gle with the knowledge that this battle does 
not mean the end of the war for them. Apart 
from the fight which is proceeding on land, 
there has been a great crescendo in air 
activities on both sides. What the Germans 
have been doing behind Allied lines is 
similarly being inflicted upon them in their 
rear, Raids have been carried out on Ger- 
man military objectives which to all ac- 
counts have suffered grievously. It Is too 
early to estimate the effect of this upon Ger- 
man civilian moral, but it must undoubtedly 
come as a shock to the Germans, that the 
supposed wall of fire which was to rise from 
the Siegtried line has failed to keep them 
immune from the attentions of the Allied 
airmen. Consequently to the enormous ex- 
penditure of war material which" is making 
inroads of astronomical dimensions into the 
enemy reserves must be added those sup- 
plies which are being destroyed by Allied air 
action, as witness the fuel tanks in Rotterdam 
which’ have been burning furiously for the 
past four days, and the other damage which 
has been inflicted elsewhere. Since the 
foregoing was written’ the news has been 
received of the surrender of the Belgian 
army. ‘The gravity of the situation of the 
Allied forces in Flanders cannot be dis- 
counted, but it has to be remembered that 
this German success does not mean the end 
of everything, and that the Allies will con- 
tinue to prosecute the war to a successful 
conclusion. 








A BITTER BLOW 
May 30. 

What appears to be the biggest piece of 
treachery in modern times took place when 
‘King Leopold III of the Belgians, against the 
advice of his own Cabinet, and without in~ 
forming his Allies of his intentions, an- 
nounced his decision to surrender and. 
‘ordered the Belgian troops to lay down their 
arms, ‘The decision to surrender is in itself 
bad enough, but that he should have done 
so without warning the Allies and thus per- 
mitting them to make the best dispositions to 
meet the new situation created, places the 
whole affair in a most sinister light. Admiral 
Sir Roger Keyes, who has been in close liaison 
with the Belgian King, has appealed that 
Judgment shall be suspended upon a very 
gallant officer until all the facts are known. 
But the main facts are already known. Nine- 
teen days ago when the Germans commenced 
their invasion of the Low Countries King 
Leopold appealed to the Allies for assistance. 
It was given within the space of a few hours. 
In the days of fighting which ‘followed, the 
Belgians showed their mettle co-operating 
with the Allies and covering their colours 
with imperishable glory. ‘Then suddenly out 
of the clear blue sky comes the news of 
unconditional surrender by a King whose 
Ministers claim he is acting unconstitution- 
ally. The Army obeyed his orders, neverthe- 
less, and, before the Allies knew what was 
happening, their left flank wus exposed to 
further German onslaught without adequate 
preparations having been made to face such 
@ contingency. Was it part of the uncondi- 
tional surrender by King Leopold that the 
Allies should be kept uninformed of - 
tention to surrender until it was an accom- 
plished fact? It is quite believable that 
the tortuous minds of the Nazi leaders would 
conecive of such an idea, but utterly unbe- 
lievable that King Leopold could so have 
saerificed his honour as to have entered into 
‘any such agreement. And yet that seems to 
be the only possible conclusion, for that is 
wherein the treachery lies. Had he informed 
the Allied command of what he proposed 
doing, it would at least have placed them 
upon their guard, and the fact that he did 
not do so must be the most telling portion 
of that indictment which history now sees 
levelled against him. 

It is inconceivable that the son of so great 
and valiant a man as King Albert could have 
reached such a grave decision in the manner 
he has. Perhaps he was overwhelmed with 
the sight of the sufferings of his own people. 
‘So also was his father. He, however, stood 
with his people bravely with the’ Allies 
through all the dark months which had to 
pass before victory came in sight, and he, 
together with them, emerged from the| 
struggle with his country restored. Now. 
according to the enemy pronouncement, Bel- 
gium has ceased to exist. It will never reap- 
Pear if the Allies fail in this holy war against 
‘the massed forces of evil. The Belgian 
Cabinet and that portion of Parliament, 
which is in France, and has denounced the

King's action, fully reslize that, and, though 
the Belgian army as such has ceased to have 
any practical interest for the Allies, Bel- 
‘gians in France are rallying to 
port. Never has a King 
Presented the spirit of a 
‘only conclusion at all sympathetic 
to be drawn from the belief 
tragedy in his personal life influenced him 
in his official capacity in this unfortunate 

Of the gravity of the ‘situation 
there must be no minimizing. ‘The Allies 
must brace themselves to hear further bad 
news in the days to come. The task of ex- 
tricating their forces still in north-east 
France will be attended with the gravest 
difficulties, and it may be that the losses in 
that area will be even graver than they are 
at the present. Critical as the situation is 
it is not hopeless. “The Allies are determined 
that this one battle shall not decide the out- 
come of the war, and the partial defeat of 
the British Expeditionary Force will not 
daunt the British but stir them to greater 
and more far-reaching efforts. So also with 
France. The stirring radio address of the 
French Premier was in itself an inspiration, 
Yet he merely told the truth when he spoke 
of the great ability of the French people to 
rise to the greatest heights when the outlook 
seemed blackest. That is equally true of| 
the British, and those who vividly remember 
the last war will recall how in the face of 
every discouragement, the French the 
British met their dificulties in the only| 
manner which could make victory possible. 
They will continue to do so now. 

It is as well to endeavour to assess what 
has happened and what may follow in north- 
east France. At the commencement of the 
battle it was announced that the Allies in- 
cluding Belgium had rather more than a 
million men in the fleld there. ‘There ap- 
paréntly remain French and British troops 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of 750,000, 
‘or perhaps a lttle more. ‘Their defeat and 
capture, if that does occur, would deprive 
the remaining Allies of a large body of men 
but by mo means sufficient to preclude them 
from being able to continue to offer resist 
ance. At the most, only a minor portion of 
the British Forces would be lost, and a fow 
French divisions. The greater part of the 
British Forees is still intact, and growing 
rapidly. But the fighting in this area has not 
yet terminated. Whatever the outcome, it may. 
confidently be expected that the Allies will 
continue to make the enemy pay as dearly as 
he has in the past for whatever advantages 
he may gain, and, if reports of casualties 
which they have ‘suffered up to the pre- 
sent are in any way related to the facts, 
it may still prove to be the case that the 
enemy though gaining a territorial success 
will have paid a greater price than have the 
Allles in resisting him. While it is natural 
that the greatest attention should be paid at 
Present to the operations on land it must. 
hover be forgotten that the enormous pres: 
sure of the Allied fleets through the blockad 
which has foreed Herr Hitler to embark upon 
this mad gamble, is still being ruthlessly ap- 
plied, and that its effect is being heightened. 
by the manner in which the Germans are 
‘making huge inroads into their stores of war 
material. ‘Thus the same factors, the opera: 
tion of which was expected to contribute 
greatly to the Allied victory, still exist, and 
are still exerting terrific pressure on the 
enemy. The latter by forcing the issue in 
the manner he is, is endeavouring to outrun 
the constable. ‘The chances that he will 
Succeed are not particularly favourable, and 
the Allied heads, though bloody, are’ still 
unbowed and are likely to remain so through- 
out this contest. 


























H.C.L, ALLOWANCE 
: May 31. 

‘The decision reached by the Council with 
regard to the increase in the temporary high 
cost of living allowance, which was issued in 
communique published yesterday morning 
‘was only to be expected. ‘Not since October 
last had there been any change in the re- 
muneration of municipal employees, and the 
fact, that exchange had in the meantime 
dropped from about 6d. to. the nelghbour- 
hhood of 4d. without any adjustments in the 
allowance having been made, was conducive 
of a certain amount of anxiety amongst 
municipal employees, and that amongst the 
lower and middle ' class employees. The 
Council were faced with the fact that a 
number of their employees, especially those 
possessed of professional and technical quali- 
fications were feeling themselves compelled| 
to seek employment outside the Counell’s 
service, while they were also aware that other| 
employees, whose services had been dis- 
Pensed with on the ground of economy, had 
In several instances obtained posts at salaries: 
considerably in excess of those which they. 
were receiving before they left. That men, 
heads of departments with three years! 
seniority drawing salaries in the neighbour- 





hood of £2,000 per annum, were now only 
receiving remuneration at the rate of £800 
year is something, which in the case of, 
Drofessional men, has to be taken into con- 
sideration. ‘The’ argument is very often ad-| 
vanced that as the Counell receives its In- 
come in Chinese dollars the factor of ex-| 
change rate ‘should not be taken into con- 
sideration, but if such men can command 
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higher salaries elsewhere they are fully 
entitled to do so, and the Council would then 
be faced with the alternatives of employing 
cheaper assistance, which may not prove 
‘either so effective or so trustworthy, or em= 
ploying other men of equal calibre who 
would not come at the rates offering before 
the proposed change came into effect. It is, 
readily admitted that the Council has to cut 
its coat according to the cloth, but in excep~ 
ional times stch as these it is also essential 
that munieipal employees shall be treated 
just as fairly as the circumstances permit. 

In view of the undoubtedly large increase 
in the: cost of living since the Council last 
made adjustments it was inevitable that the 
high cost of living allowance would have to 
be adjusted in proportion. Up to May 1 
these allowances were 30 and 40 per cent. 
‘of basic pay. ‘These have been increased to 
65 and 77 per cent. respectively, .and while 
“AP Class foreign employees will receive the 
temporary high cost of living and subsistence 
allowances on two-thirds of their basle pay, 
the reduction of the limit of 6d. applicable 
to exchange adjustment in respect of, one- 
third of their pay to 4%4d, carries with it a 
‘certain dollar adjustment to provide for the 
‘commitments which they may have abroad. 
‘The cost of these new adjustments this yea 
vwill amount to $2,970,000, but in a full yet 
the cost will be $4,450,000 or 26.6 per cent. 
of the annual wage bill of the Council, as it 
stood ‘on April 90, of $16,680,000, ‘The in- 
crease viewed from that’ aspect’ does not 
appear unwarrantably large, and gives, the 
impression that, in arriving’ at the decision 
it did, the Counell was holding the scales 
fairly'and squarely between the municipal 
employees on the one hand and the rate- 
payers on the other. The Council is, how- 
fever, probably not correct’ when it stated 
that’ “Tt is confidently believed that no 
‘American or European citizens of Shanghai 
bearing positions of responsibility comparable 
with those of the Treasurer or the Commis- 
sioners of Police, Public Health or Public 
Works are paid go little as these municipal 
servants.” Rather more likely would it prove 
to be the fact upon proper investigation that 
large numbers of men who, before the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities, were drawing similar 
salaries are now receiving salaries ‘more in 
relation to the fall in exchange. ‘That must 
be particularly the case where men are em- 
ployed by concerns less favourably placed 
than certain of the larger companies. In this 
connection it must be remembered that the 
majority of the people in Shanghai are not 
employed by the public utilities or the large 
firms, but in a host of undertakings quite 
unable to give such increases as those in- 
stitutions just mentioned. 

Tt is as well that this should be borne in 
mind, ‘There is no intention of eriticlsing 
the present increases in the temporary high 
cost of living allowance. It is so arranged 
as to operate fairly in all classes of the Coun- 
ils service. But the fact has to be borne 
in mind that a limit will have to be set 
somewhere, and that the capacity of the rate- 
payers as a whole to meet increased charges 
must at all times be taken into consideration. 
‘The increase of the rates which was passed 
by the ratepayers at the last annual general 
meeting has not yet come into force, and 
there is still much opposition to it, It's to 
bbe hoped that it will be paid with a good 
grace when it becomes fully recognized by 
the masses as inevitable, and that the extra 
charge which these adjustments create will 
‘be met out of the buoyancy which the muni 
cipal, revenue has shown during the past 
year'or so, But while it is important that 
the Council should at all times realize that 
there must be a limit, and that when that 
is reached, and the ability of the ratepayer 
to pay more has been taxed to its utmost, 
the questions of who shall constitute the 
Personnel of the municipal service, and the 
possibility of far-reaching changes will have 
fo be considered. ‘The temporary high cost 
of living allowance is quite substantial. Tt 
probably, on the other hand, fails to some 
extent in: making . the municipal servant 
completely whole so far as his previous 
‘methods of living and saving are concerned, 
but the money which is being used to pay 
these allowances is for the main part being 
obtained from people of whom tho over~ 
whelming majority are in recelpt of no sucht 

flax compensation, ‘These are all con- 
siderations which will have to be taken into 
account should another fall in the dollar 
take place, and the situation be all the 
‘mote complicated by the fact that the war

IS IT WISE?

It was feared that when, because of excep- 
tional circumstances, as it was explained at 
the time, Mr. G. Godtrey Phillips, Secretary 
and Commissioner General, was’ given his 
remuneration at the fixed sum of £2,500 per 
annum that this would be the thin edge of 
the wedge, and a very innocuous announce- 
ment which appeared in the press yesterday 
morning justifies the original suspicion, It 
‘was there stated that in order to retain the 
services of Mr. R, T. Bryan, jr, Muni- 
cipal Advocate, the Munlelpal ‘Council had 
agreed to pay him a salary of U.S$7,600 








per annum. ‘Thus the second municipal 
employee passes from a salary expressed, 
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and paid in terms of the currency in| 
which the Municipal Couneil obtains its 
Fevenue to a foreign currency. The experi 
‘ence of the past fow years suggests that 
whenever the Council “thinks it Is doing 
something which may be open to criticism, 
the announcement of the fait accompli is 
vendered as innocent looking as possible, and 
‘while the Counell indulged in a lengthy state- 
‘ment regarding the increase in the tempor- 
ary high cost of living allowance,—which was 
quite unnecessary in view of the fact that it 
was justified by conditions prevailing,—the 
change in Mr. Bryan's remuneration has ap- 
parently been’ antiounced in the baldest pos- 
sible terms, possibly with the hope that 
thereby it would eseape notice. It has not. 
‘The sum of U.S.$7,500 at 17.77 amounts to 
€$193,275 per annum equivalent to C$11,108. 
per mensem, which represents in sterling a 
yearly remuneration of £2,300. When con- 
sidering that figure of C$133,275 it is Interest~ 





"ing to compare it with the estimates for the 


current. year for the Legal Department, of 
the Counell, Tt is impossible to extract the 
figures from the Budget in the clearest pos~ 
sible manner, but it’ may be sald that out 
of a total estimate of $212,275 the Municipal 
‘Advocate drew $87,150 and the appropriate 
proportion of $26,730 representing Repatria~ 
tion Exchange Allowance and Temporary 
Bonus, in which his secretary drawing $3,800 
per annum also had her share. Obviously 
her share would not be very great, so it may 
be taken for granted that Mr. Bryan was 
not doing so very badly. 

‘At a very rough calculation and taking into| 
consideration the ratio between the salary 
of the Municipal Advocate and his secretary 
it would seem that out of that $26,730 the 
former drew somewhere in the neighbour~ 
hhood of $25,000, so that up to the time of the 
announeed change his total income from the 
Counell was approximately $60,000. ‘The re~ 
‘muneration, and there is nothing temporary 
about this, has now been more thon doubled, 
fand In order to retain Mt. Bryan's services 
the ratepayers are called upon to pay him 
somewhere about $70,000 per annum mor 
‘Those appear to be the facts as far as anyone 
tunable to explore the secrets of the municipal 
arcana ean see them. In what has to be 
sald there 1s no criticism whatever of Mr. 
Bryan, He has rendered excellent service to 
the municipality for a number of years and 
fof his high qualifications, his knowledge of 
Chinese Taw, and language, and his ability 
there cannot be tho slightest doubt, But it 
Js doubtful in the extreme whether, in view 
of all the circumstances, the community can 
really afford the services of so eminent a 
Jawyer. It is permissible to ask how many 
practising lawyers in Shanghai at the mo- 
ment, providing thelr own offices and office 
staff, are earning anything like such a sum, 
‘The council in the communique on the sub- 
Ject of the temporary high cost of living 
‘allowance made the remark that no man was 
Indispensible, but it would appear that Mr. 
Bryan Js another exception to the rule, and 
that in the course of time a few others will 
be discovered. ‘The ratepayers who have 
‘been assured that the Council will protect 
thelr interests by taking eare to see that 
every economy is made will naturally won- 
der just where all this is going to stop. Con- 
tinual reference to the salaries given by cor 
{ain large undertakings in Shanghai carries 
not the slightest conviction. It has to. be 
remembered that. most of them are but 
branches of worldwide organizations earnin 
thelr money in currencies which have not 
suffered in the same way a8 that of China 
hos. Tt is not necessary to mention any of 
them by name, but a. moment's reflection 
will show thot this is the ease. ‘Those firms 
‘are not dependent upon China for the whole 
of their business, and because of that they 
‘ean afford to pay in other currencies than 
that of China to the local benefit of those 
stationed in this country: 

‘That is most certainly not the case of the| 
Shanghai Municipal “Council. Its revenues 
are in the currency of the country. But there 
{s another aspect of the matter which must 
bbe dealt with and that is the general effect 
this must have upon the rest of the municipal 
service. It is only human that other muni- 
cipal employees seeing now a secon of their 
number fully protected against the fluetu 
tions of exchange, will regard what has been 
done for them with very considerable mis~ 
tiving. ‘They will naturally ask, if some 
of us can be paid in more stable currency 
than the Chinese dollar why cannot we all ? 
Why make fish of one and fowl of the other ? 
‘The answer surely cannot be because the 
Counei’s revenue is in Chinese currency, for 
the Council cannot have it both ways at 
once. “And another question arises, When 
{s.this going to stop? Are the raiepayers 
eventually to see every head of department 
‘being pald in either sterling or American 
dollars? If not why should there be any dis- 
crimination between department and depart- 
ment? My. Bryan was in practice before he 
Joined the Counell. "He was in fact a locally 
engaged man and with ‘every wish in. the 
‘world to do the Council justice it is diticult| 
to see any parallel between the case of the 
Seoretary-General and that of the Munteipal 
‘Advocate, Tt- is necessary to remind. the 
‘Counel! that but for the promise that It would 
exercise every economy, and appoint a com-| 
mittee to see that this ‘was done, very con 
tlderable opposition would have been’ mani- 
fested at the ratepayers’ meeting to passage 
of the Budget. ‘That opposition was with- 





























drawn on a compromise, but the Council ap- 
pears to be reverting to its old courses. If 
It finds that by its latest action very. 
considerable indignation is manifested it will 
have only itself to blame. It is with very 
‘considerable regret that these things have 10 
be written, but it is surely time that the 
Council took stock of the situation and 
realized that such things as these, taken s0| 
shortly after promises of reform, cannot but. 
raise the profoundest suspicion that the rate- 
ayers’ interests are not being properly 
safeguarded. 








THE PAST WEEK 
June 3. 

‘The gloom with which last week opened 
has to a fair extent been relieved by realiza~ 
tion of the fact that the Allied troops in 
Flanders, which the Germans hoped to entrap 
‘and annihilate, have for the greater part 
been evacuated and are now in Britain, Bri- 
lish, French, and Belgian soldiers, who re- 
fused to obey the orders of thelr king to 
surrender,—resting and preparing again 0) 
meet the foe. For obvious reasons no de~ 
tailed figures can be given of the numbers 
which have been extricated, but all reports 
go to show that, despite German claims, they 
fare very considerable. ‘The operation is 
probably the most brilliant ohe in military 
history. When the Germans succeeded in 
breaking through the Allied lines north of the 
‘Somme and swept along the north bank of 
that river to Abbeville and thence northward 
along the coast of the Channel, thelr high 
command confidently expected that with their 
numerical superiority they would be able to 
close the trap. Simultaneously with that 
movement fierce attacks weie made in two 
localities along the Flanders front in an 
‘endeavour to cut the Allied forces into two 
and to drive the left wing westwards. ‘The! 
‘movement very nearly succeeded, but the 
Allied troops fighting a strenuous ‘rearguard 
‘action retreated slowly before German pres- 
sure until they were in a position to avail 
themselves of the situation which would be 
created by flooding the areas from Nieuport 
in the east and Gravelines:in the west, Thus 
a corridor was created, with ‘the flanks pro- 
tected by stretches of territory under water, 
along which the Allies slowly retreated as 
thousands upon thousands of men were 
rapidly embarked at Dunkirk and taken 
‘across the Channel. Despite every attempt 
of the German air arm to prevent this being 
done, hundreds of vessels of all classes shut- 
tled back and forth across the Channel carry- 
ing men of the three armies back to safety. 
Tn thelr work they were supported by the 
Allied navies, and to some extent assisted by 
‘weather conditions. It was a complicated 
operation which could easily have gone awry 
i€ any mistake had been made, and it speaks 
‘well for the degree of co-operation which 
exists between all arms of the Allies that so 
‘enormous an’ undertaking could have been 
carried out so smoothly. 

‘The Allies have, of course, lost a very con- 
siderable amount of material, though it may 
be taken for granted that ‘what could be 
destroyed was, and what could not was rend- 
ered useless to the enemy in its present 
form, While all this was going on the Allied 
aly forces maintained a continuous bombard 
‘ment of positions behind the German line | 
and of industtial military objectives in 
‘western Germany. ‘The Germans are natur- 
ally keeping very quiet about the damage 
which has been ‘done in this way, but des- 
patches from Berne in Switzerland report 
‘that the destruction which has been caused 
Is enormously beyond general awareness, and 
that the German police have been obliged to 
rope off entire areas to prevent civilians 
from seeing the damage, which is reported to 
have already had serious repercussions on 
the moral of the inhabitants of those re- 
gions. Also in Germany there is being borne 
home to them the huge cost of lives and 
material which the German success in Fland- 
ers has involved. ‘The German authorities 
are following their usual practice of endea- 
vouring to keep the truth from the masses, 
though the sight of continuous lines of trains 
carrying wounded through Germany to Aus- 
tria, Moravia, Poland, and in fact anywhere 
away from the heart of Germany, cannot but 
have its psychological effect. In the early 
stages of the battle which is now drawing 
to a conclusion it was reported that the Ger- 
mans had thrown 1,800,000 troops into the 
fray. Casualties are reported to be at least 
500,000, and if the enemy has indeed lost! 
practically a third of those effectives during! 
the past three ‘weeks, the imposing victory 
‘which the Germans claim must be, in the 
eyes of the world, considerably modified. 
‘That the enemy has succeeded in driving the 
Allies out of Flanders and north-eastern 
France beyond the Somme is readily admit- 
ted, but he has failed in what was after all 
hhis main object : the destruction of the Allied 
forces, and his success, therefore, is only] 
partial. 

‘One of the most absurd claims which the 
Germans have made is to the effect that as 
‘a result of these opérations one million pri- 
soners have been caplured. As the Allies 
only had 1,200,000 men in that area, and as 
apart from the Belgians. not all of whom 
have surrendered, the Allies have succeeded) 
in transporting the greater part of their men 








days will bring forth it is not easy to see. 
‘When the Germans eventually obtain con- 
trol of Dunkirk, and the whole of the Chan- 
nel coast from Abbeville it may be that they 
will seck to consolidate thelr position and 
prepare bases for the threatened invasion of 
Great Britain, ‘That the Allied air forces 
will seek continually to hamper them in this 
work may be taken for granted, and it may 
still be some time before the Germans will 
be ready to embark upon this movement 
which has fascinated other and greater 
military leaders than Herr Hitler. On the 
other hand he may decide to strike south- 
westwards across the Somme, and the Aisne 
in the hope of capturing Paris. ‘The idea 
‘seems to be that if he could accomplish that 
‘he would then offer France peace on generous 
terms, thus isolating Britain as the object 
of the next attack. Apart from the unques- 
tioned loyalty of the French to the Entente 
they are much {00 realistic not to under- 
stand that such a split as that would in the 
end involve their own destruction. Such a 
move, therefore, is doomed to failure before 
it Is ever made. ‘The Allies have sustained 
no blow in Flanders from which they can~ 
not recover. The battle has, therefore, not 
proved decisive, except insofar as it has 
probably postponed the ullimate defeat of 
the Germans. ‘The Allies are just as deter- 
mined as ever they were, if not more 50, 
to continue the struggle along the lines they 
have consistently followed since the com 
‘mencement of hostilities, understanding that 
as far as they are concerned, their im- 
mediate duty is to foil Herr Hitler's Blitzkrieg, 
‘and to continue the struggle"with the know- 
ledge that time and the Allied blockade are 
assisting Herr Hitler’s own wasteful methods 
in bringing about the enemy's downfall, 

















USELESS PEACE TALK 
June 4, 

‘To all intents and purposes the Battle of 
Flanders has ended, and Mr. Anthony Eden, 
Secretary for War, made that clear when he 
issued a statement on Sunday stating that 
four-fifths of the British expeditionary force 
sent to Flanders, in response to the appeal 
of Belgium and’ Holland, has been safely 
withdrawn, As that force amounted to 
300,000 men it follows that nesrly a quarter 
of a million British soldiers have been safely 
extricated from the trap which the Germans 
nearly closed, and in which they boasted of 
being able ‘to annihilate all the Allied 
forces. ‘Together with the British, French 
‘and Belgian troops have also been evacuated, 
and there apparently remains around Dunkirk: 
a comparatively small rearguard whose rescue 
‘will become increasingly difficult as thelr 
numbers are reduced by evacuation. It is 
inevitable that some of these men will have 
to be sacrificed, for it is manifestly impossible 
to get all of them out. ‘That the number 
will be reduced to a minimum may be taken 
for granted. A large amount of Allied war 
material had necessarily to fall into enemy 
hands but it was destroyed, or rendered use- 
Tess until it has passed through the smelting 
furnaces of Germany. ‘Thus the first phase 
of the German Blitzkrieg has ended, ‘The 
enemy has won a battle at a cost which must 
amaze even those who realized the enormous 
forees which the Germans threw into this 
struggle, and the wanton and callous manner 
in which the German high command wasted 
‘men and.material in order to bring about a 
vietory which has been completely offset by 
the enormous cost at which it has been 
‘achieved, and the fact that it has completely 
failed of its major objective—the destruction 
of the Allied forces which were sent into 
Flanders in reply to the appeal of the Low 
Countries. It was playing the German game 
to have done so, but promises had to be 
honoured even at’ the development of a risk 
from which the Allied forces have been able 
to save themselves. ‘There is ovary redon 
for pride and devout thankfulness that 
Providence was on the side of the Allies, 
while it has been demonstrated that, with the 
courage of their men and the efficiency of 
their organization, they can face the future 
with confidence undiminished. 

But what of the future? The opinion is 
rapidly growing in Europe, that the attitude 
of the Italians will encourage Herr Hitler to 
hold his hand for a while during which 
neutral Powers will be given the opportunity 
to endeavour to persuade the Allies to agree 
to negotiate a peace. It is not suggested 
that Herr Hitler himself will formulate peace 
proposals, but that through his inspiration 
‘some country at present unknown may come 
forward with suggestions. ‘There is nothing 
in the situation as it stands at present to 
indleate that the Allies are in any way dis- 
posed to consider peace. There can be no 
Peace on the terms which Herr Hitler has 
‘announced in the past, for that would entail 
‘the sacrifice of all “those nations whose 
wrongs the Allies are out to correct, and the 
surrender to other demands which could 
only be done in the event of a complete 
defeat of the Allies. They have not been 
defeated. They have Jost territory in 
Flanders. ‘They have inflicted grievous loss 
upon the enemy out of all proportion to the 
successes he has gained. ‘The moral of their 
Armies is excellent, and even the men, who 
have undergone an’ experience which in the 
past was only dreamed of but never fully 











back to Britain, the absurdity of the claim| 
is only too manifest. What the next few! 


eallzed, have emerged from the struggle 
completely undaunted, ond ready, after a 
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rest, to go back and get on with the work of 
defeating the enemy. ‘The prestige of the 
Allies has In no way suffered by the reverse 
they have suffered, and there is not one 
valid reason why they should consider peace 
until they have brought the enemy low. It 
is with that intention they embarked upon 
hostilities and it is with the same deter 
mination, that this evil thing which has 
battened upon Europe for all too long shall 
bbe wiped out, that they will continue with the 
Aight. It is, therfeore, no time to talk peace 
now. At the best it would be but another 
Perilous armistice while the totalitarian 
Powers, with the experience which has 
already been gained, proceeded to. improve 
their war machine for another combat in 
the hope that their chances then would be 
better than they appear to be now. 

In the circumstances it would be the height 
of folly to consider doing anything but con- 
tinue the struggle until the Allied aims have 
been achieved, for it is only by that means 
that Europe can ever hope to enjoy any 
Iengthy period of tranquillity in which to set 
about healing the grievous wounds which 
have already been inflicted upon it, and those 
others which may be confidently expected 
before this comes to an end. It is only 
necessary to ask what possible guarantees 
ean ensure the peace of Europe to realize 
that so long as Nazlism is permitted to con- 
tinue, so long as the doctrine of might being 
right'is permitted to remain current, so long 
must Europe remain under the shadow of 
fear. ‘That fear must be removed if future 
generations are not to live as precariously 
‘as the present. Tt ean only be dispelled by 

in Allied victory, and a peace in which the 

claims of all European Powers are disposed 
of with justice all round. Nevertheless it is 
to be expected that, following each and any 
‘success that the enemy may obtain, peace 
feelers will be sent out. It was the same 
thing on several occasions during the last 
‘war, and the number of occasions when 
Germany sought peace, not only when she 
‘was losing the war, but when to all intents 
and purposes she was winning it, will un= 
doubtedly be equalled in this great struggle 
‘The Allies are not likely to be cozened by 
fair words any more now than they were 
then, ‘They have sustained no blow which 
should change that determination, Their 
armies stand intact. ‘Their people are solidly 
behind them, determined to withstand all and 
everything the enemy can do and to endure 
until they have smashed a menace to the 
peace of the world which simply cannot in 
the interests of the whole of humanity be 
allowed to continue in existence. Tt may be 
that for some days there will be a lull, not 
‘only because the enemy will need to con= 
solidate its gains, but because full opportunity. 
for this anticipated peace manoeuvre to 
succeed must be given. It will fall. It is 
useless to talk of peace when there can be 
no peace, and the Allies must take advantage 
of whatever Iull there may be to gird their 
loins for a continuance of a struggle the end 
of which is not yet in sight.

U.S. Favour Allies 


‘The {act that the more the Allies “take it" sn 
Europe, the more does American public opinion 
ineline in thelr favour should cause, the Ger 
‘man High Command some concern. The effec- 
tiveness. of the Nazi tactics in Flanders i 
acted. lke a Medusa's head on some of the 
small nations in Europe and hgs, turned them 
Into stone; but the United States is a very dit 
forent matier. German treachery, German brutal. 
ity, and. Hilller’s complete disregard of what 
the vest of the world still believes to be justice 
and honour, do nothing but nauseate the true 
Ameriean, ‘The review of American opinion, 
published elsewhere, proves this, There is an 
Increasing ‘sentiment in the United States in 
favour of extending every kind of ald to the 
‘Allies, short of actually entering the war on 
thelr ‘side. There Is a full realization of the 
‘urgent need for Improving the defences of the 
country, inspired by the fear—fortunately not 
well grounded—that the Nazis might win the 
War in Europe, It is understood that Norway, 
Holland, and Belgium did thelr utmost, as the 
United States Is now doing, to keep out of the 
war; nevertheless Hitler forced them into It. 
Will ‘he foree the United States into it, 
too? 1f so, he will find the American nation 
veady. It is noteworthy that the drive being 
envried out by the Department of Justice agains 
‘atth column” activities hi ected. 
against Nazis and Communists, not against any 
persons suspected of pro-Allied activities, Why 
should this be so? The answer is simple. ‘Those 
Wwho may be working for the Allied 
matter how they are doing it, “play the game.” 
‘Those working for the Nazis’ do not know the 
‘meaning of the phrase, ‘There is no deception or 
treachery they will stop at, ‘They may deny 
this fact themselves, but thelr leader, Hitler, has 
admitted it in his "Mein Kampf.” He hag stated 
plainly that no seruple whatsoever will stand in 
his Way, to humanitarian prineiple—unless It 
is. applied to Germans—will hinder or slow 
down, his progress. ‘That he means what he 
has been proved by the actions of his 
forces in bombing and machine-gunning women 
and children in the crowded highways, of 
France. The seriousness of the Nazi threat to 
civillzntion is being belatedly understood by the 
man in the street in America, and his reaction 
isa strong one. Everything ‘possible must be 
done to stop the wild beast which is running 
‘muck. 




































































US. Public Opinion 


‘The reviow of public opinion in the United 
states of America with regard to the war 
shows that it Is undergoing avery profound 
change, and that the pure isolationists "are 
rapidly’ losing ground, That does not mean for

The second is Marshal 
Goering’s threat to shoot French airmen taken 
prisoner by the enemy in reprisal for every 
alleged murder of German airmen taken. pri- 
soner in the ratio of five Frenchmen to one 
German, and Afty French for every airman 
shot while attempting to land by. parachute. 
‘This decision Is sald to be based upon the story 
‘of a German wing commander ‘who alleged 
that on landing by parachute he was beaten 
‘and robbed by French Moroccans, and .was 
only saved by the intervention of the French 
fendarmes, who apparently were kind enough 
{o allow him to eseape, and return to the Ger- 
man lines where he could tell his story. The 
third concerns another German fabrication to 
the effect that an appreciable number of British 
undercover and. seerot, intelligence operators 
hhave becn concentratd in Mexico for the pur- 
ose of staging incidents and sabctaging which 
could then be blamed on the Germans. This the 
British auth:

with this, particular He the Nazis have ‘been 
somewhat late. The obvious stupidity of such 
proceedings as these are perfectly manifest. The 
fast thing elther Great Britain or France would 
lesire to do at the moment is anything cal- 
culated to interfere with the rapidly growing 
sentiment of sympathy with them in the Unit 
States. The Germans, on, the other hand, would 
really like to do so, and, if they can create in 
eldents and commit’ sabotage with any chance 
fof getting away with it, they may be confidently 
pected to make the attempts. They may even 
allow some of thelr agents to be captured in 
‘order to confess that they 
the perfidious British, It is unlikely, however, 
that the United States secret service, which has 
been working in cooperation with the British, 
‘would be lkely to be deceived by any such 
transparent device. 





























Nazi Air Strength 


‘every reason to believe that, while 
2i tactics on land have surprised the 
Allied. General Staff, the Royal Air Force has 
bbeen almost as disagreeable a surprise to the 
Germans. And there is ro cause tc doubt the 
correctness of the British ‘claims. that losses 
are in a proportion of four to one, if not higher. 
‘The principal ghting plane used by the Ger- 
mans is the Messerschmitt 109, which was de- 
‘signed in 1995, and has since been fitted with a 
‘more powerful engine which has increased tts 
speed but diminished its manoeuvrability. Tt is 
‘mass-produced, and this fact Is hampering im- 
Drovements which the present war has shown 
to be badly needed. For even a small alteration 
in the mass-productive system will put out of 
ear the whole elaborate organization. In speed 
fSnd armament itis no mateh for the British 
Hurricanes. ‘The newer German fighter, plane, 
the Messerschmitt 110, a twin-engined  two- 
seater armed with two cannons and two machine- 
guns In front and two-machine-guns fring In 
the*rear, Ig a more formilable eratt, but its per~ 
formances, especially against Allied bombers, 
which It seems to have been specially designed 
{o allack, have so far given little satisfaction 
to the staf of the Luftwaffe, or Nozi army air 
farm. In the German bombers everything has 
been sacrifleed to speed and carrying capacity. 
‘Their armament is therefore not so good as 
the armament of British planes, and the slim 
fuselage of the Heinkel If, of which type the 
Germans have more than sny other, has made 
It Impossible to it power operated turrets—one 
of the great advantages of British machines. 
‘The [nest Nazi bomber the Junker, 88, is also 
principally designed for speed and carrying 
capacity. It sulflers, though to a less degree, 
from somewhat the same. disadvantages as the 
Heinkel IIT when opposed to British fighters. 
It has only one machine-gun fring forward and 
two aft, As protective. metal detracts from 
bomb-lods, it has no armour, and Its speed, 
though high, is not high enough to enable it to 
‘escape from British Hurricanes or Spitfires.

‘The Belgian army fought with almost incredible 
bravery against an overwhelming enemy, the 
forts at Liege and Namur were still holding 
‘out when the King betrayed his country and 
his Army, ‘The dishonour is exclusively his, 
and no matter the eventual outcome of this 
war he will go down in history as one of the 
world’s major traitors, He went to war half- 
heartedly, and has got himself out of it in-

Facing the Facts 


Mr. Harold Nicolson’s warning to the British 
people to be prepared for more bad news in 
the future Is a sign of Allied confidence. The 
British people are not afraid to face the facts; 
they prefer facts, however unpleasant, to bald- 
erdash, Bad news will be taken with the same 
calmness as good news, and the Government 
fean rest assured of the wholehearted support 
‘of the Empire so. long as reverses, provided 
they do not give the enemy valuable informa 
Hon, are acknowledged as well as victories. 
‘The’ opposite. is the case in Germany. Hitler 
cannot afford to tell the German people the 
truth, except about his. victories. His" loss, 
which have been terrific, must be minimized, But 
how long can he keep them dark? How Jong 
can the thousands of German mothers who 
‘must sooner or later recelve the official infor- 
mation of the death of thelr sons, be prevented 
from comparing notes. They have been given 
to understand that this war is a foregone con- 
clusion for the Nazis. But will they be pre- 
pared to stand the cost, when they know at 
Tast what that cost has so far been, and will be 
{in the future? The policy of the British Govern- 
‘ment in concealing nothing that might not as- 
sist the enemy has prepared the British public 
for whatever might happen. If the develop- 
ments of the next few days prove to be better 
than was yesterday anticipated, the British 
public will be cheered, not ' disheartened. 
Whereas the German public, led to belicve that 
all ig over bar the shouting, will learn only 
slowly and by devious means of the disappoint 
‘ment of their High Command. The Allies, judg- 
ing from the statement made by the Minister of 
Information in the House of Commons, are 
prepared to see that the real news reaches the 
German people by one means or another. This 
can be the only interpretation of Mr. Duff-Coo- 
per's mention of the section of Gerinan public 
‘opinion which does not agree with Hitler and 
the Nazis and believes that this war was from 
the beginning unnecessary.

‘The British Community 


‘The clamour which young Britons are making 
fo be allowed to proceed home to do their 
‘duty’ does them infinite eredit. Not only they, 
‘but men of greater age, many of whom served 
in the last war, are anxious (0 be up and doing 
In the sacred ‘cause of defeating the enemy, 
fand there can be nothing but praise for theit 
altitude, On the outbreak of the last war the 
late Sir Henry May, Governor of Hongkong, 
made a statement to those desirous of im- 
‘mediately going off and doing thelr bit, remind- 
ing them that “He also serves who stands and 
waits,” Eventually the youth of the Colony was 
allowed to fulfil its ambitions, and there 1s 
every hope that Britons in Shanghai, and else~ 
‘wherein China, will be permitted to achleve 
their desires, At the moment they are being 
subjected 10 the dull and dreary discipline 
which undoubtedly proves more irksome than 
that which accompanies action, and every sym: 
pathy is felt for them, But it would be com. 
pletely foolish to suppose that, because they 
see no signs of anything being done, thelr case 
is being elther ignored, or neglected. That is 
most definitely not tho ‘case, But it has to be 
remembered that the authorities have to take 
a very large number of factors into consld 
tion in’ making up whatever decisions they 
eventually reach. Many of those may not be 
‘apparent in Shanghal, but they nevertheless 
exist and have to be taken into account, Some 
very thoughtful letters have appeared In the 
correspondence columns of this Journal dealing 
with other ways in which Britons in Shanghat 
can assist, Some of. the suggestions are well 
‘worth consideration, and it is to be hoped that 
the leaders of the community will devise some 
method by which those anxious to do what they 
can, whether actually by fighting, or by con- 
tributing to the Empire's war chest, shall be 
permitted to {ulfl. their desires, It is quite ob- 
vious that something akin to the China and 
Japan War Savings Association is again neces 
sary, ond while the gentleman responsible. for 
‘Ms management during the Inst war has long 
since left Shanghai there are undoubtedly men 
‘here quite as capable of organizing stich an 
Institution which proved so effective over two 
decades ago. Whether it is by a system of 
voluntary taxation, or by investment in tho 
various issues of war bonds there is undoubted~ 
ly a communal readiness to swing into actio 
‘and do more than has been done up to tho pro- 
sent, The response to the British Central War 
Fund has been most gratifying, but the depths 
fof the resources of the community have not 
‘been reached. Thus in manhood and in money 
the community is ready, and anxious to do 
everything which can be asked of them, The 
authorities will do well to reatize that fact, 
‘and devise means whereby these latent poten= 
tialities shall be made use of, while for the 
time being those straining at the leash would 
do Well to possess thelr souls in patience, und 
the knowledge that thelr case fs not belng 
overlooked.

On 
two gallons a day a cab-driver can 
‘earn only about ten yen, the larger 
part of which goes to the’ association 
from which he rents his machine. 
‘The cors are all of the light type, and 
are rapidly becoming eligible for the 
Junk heap under drivers’ abuses and 
lack of proper repair.

Allied Order to 
Danish Ships 


Shanghai, May 30. 

AML Danish ships "in ' Allied and 
neutral ports should be transferred 
to the British or French flag forth- 
with, according to an official an- 
nouncement made in London. ‘Trans- 
fer of the Danish ships, itis em- 
phasized, will only be for the dura- 
fion of’ the war, at the end of 
which the British and French 
Governments will retransfer the ships 
{to the Danish flag. 

During the time that Danish ships 
are used by the British and French 
Governments, compensation will. be 
aid at rates not worse than those 
paid by the British Governnient to 

ritish ships of like size and class on 
‘bare body" terms. 

‘The compensation that will be paid 
will be in the form of sums in 
Sterling which will be placed in a 
special’ account for distribution to 
{he owners concerned! at'the end of 





‘Wages in Sterling 

‘The Allied Governments will be 
directly responsible, under “bare 
body charter” terms, for all wages 
Jand stores while the ships are run- 
‘ning, but will recover’ from the 
special accounts other amounts ex~ 
pended in connection with the ships 
‘for example, back payment. for, 
wages due at the commencement of 
the service if these were paid by the 
French or British Governments. and 
rnot by the ships agents, ete. ete. 
It is the intention of the Allied 
Governments, according to the official 
‘announcement, 10 continue to employ 
‘those Danish’ masters, officers, en- 
gineers and crews who wish to con- 
inte to serve their ships. Wages 
‘will be paid to the erews in sterling 
Jat British National Maritime Board 
rates. 

‘The British and French Govern 
ments intend to appoint a competent 
manager of British or French ni 
tionality for the ships. ‘They -are, 
however, prepared to" consult “any 
Danish ‘agents available as to the 
managers to be appointed for those 
[ships which may remain in neutral 
trade. 





War and Marine Risks 


To enable Danish ships to be trans- 
ferred to the British or French flag, 
‘those ships in neutral ports should 
Proceed (0 an Allied port as soon as. 
possible. Special arrangements, how- 
ever, may be made in the case of| 
ships which are already loaded and 
which find it Inconvenient to call at 
fan Allied port en route to thelr 
normal destination. 

Danish ships proceeding from 
neutral to Allied ports to be trans- 
ferred will be held to be covered by 
the British Government against war 
jand marine risks.

News" ‘the tesorts in which Lady 
Eels will no longer relgn tomorrow, 
‘re the following: 





Of these, the Hollywood is by tar 
the best known since it was the first 
establishment of its kind to be opened. 
In Shanghal in 1938, when operations 
‘were commenced with a Luna Park, 
side-shows enabling patrons to use 
slot-machines and other devices with 
‘which to win money, even though it 
Was little. Ponies and little buggies| 
Were provided for the children, while 
Bingo was played by grown-ups in 
the centre of the amusement park. 
‘Towards autumn, wooden’ structures 
were constructed immediately behind, | 
‘and roulette as well as the favourite 
Chinese games, drew huge crowds of 
Chinese ‘and forelgners desirous of| 
getting rich quick. 

Japanese Clean-up 

‘At various times, efforts had been 
made to close this ¢stablishment, pre- 
sumably because of its proximity to 
‘Mr. Wang Ching-wel's Shanghai re- 
‘sidence, but until the Japanese au- 
thorities on February 18 announced 
that all gambling dens would _be| 
closed within the shortest time, the 
operators of the establishment’ ap- 
peared to be thriving. 

Later, more luxurious dens came 
into being and gradually deprived the 
Hollywood of the larger portion of 
His patronage. But now, even these 
are to go at midnight today, according 
to, these reports. 

‘Thus of the eleven major gambling, 
dens hitherto. functioning "in the 
western district, only three will re- 
‘main open as from fomorrow. They

Young Chinese Woman 


‘Shot in Bearn Apts, 


‘Shanghai, June 1. 

‘Miss P, G. Wang, a young Chinese 
‘woman of 27, was shot dead at about 
830 am. yesterday, when two well- 
dressed Chinese called at 25, Bearn 
Apartments, where she occupied a 
fat. 

‘Her Chinese servant let the visi- 
tors in and a few minutes later he 
Jheard two pistol shots fired in Miss 
‘Wang's room. He did not have time 
‘to enter the room as the two assail- 
‘ants ran out into the hall and, push- 
ing him aside, eseaped. 

‘The French Police were immediate 
ly informed, but they could only as- 
certain that the victim was shot by 
‘two bullets which entered her chest 

Little is known of Miss Wang, ex- 
jeept that she was very popular and 
had many frlends who often called 
Jon her, and that she was possessed 
‘of some means, judging by the luxu- 
ries with which she was surrounded. 

‘The motive of the erime Is not 
known, but the French Police are 
investigating. 





‘Miss P. Y. Wang was a niece of the

Tt was believed last might that all 
public utility companies ond most 
private firms would automatically 
follow suit. A high oMelal' of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs told the 
“North-China Daily News” that he 
did not know whether or not the 
Customs would adopt the Daylight 
Saving plan, He said, however, that 
he hoped to'be in a position to make 
fan announcement regarding » the 
‘matter, sometime tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, the Shanghai Stock: 
Exchange and local banks had not 
arrived at a decision yesterday as to 
whether or not they would adopt 
Daylight Saving or” whether they 
would continue as in the past. 
Brokers “working “with _overveas 
‘markets told the “North-China Daily 
News" yesterday, that they would 
have to ‘ignore the new plan and 
generally it was believed that the 
banks would make announcements as 
fo thelr attitude towards the new 
plan, sometime today. 

North of the Creck, the Daylight 
Saving plan was hailed by almost 
All Japanese residents, since for the 
greater part they live according to 
Japan time, which will thus” be 
brought in line with the toca! Day- 
ight. Saving time. 


‘Many Residents Pleased 


Sportsmen and others were over= 
Joyed last night at the prospect of 
being able to enjoy an additional 
hour of daylight strom tomorrow, 
while Couneil employees who work 
at night, as well as employees of the 
ublie ulility companies were pleased, 
‘with the immediate prospect of one 
hour's less work during the night 
(rom today to tomorrow. 

Tt was not held impossible that 
some confusion would reign, at least 
for a. day or two, among the Chinese 
population in Shanghai itself and in 
the outskirts of the city, since the 
news of the new time will probably 
‘only reach them gradually.

‘Shanghai, May 31. 

Presence of mind on the part of an 
eleven-year-old boy and prompt 
action by a squad of detectives from 
the Central police station resulted in 
the unravelling of a mysterious 
kidnapping and the arrest of three 
suspects yesterday. 

‘The young boy named Zung Kong- 
chun, living at 359 Hankow Road, 
disappeared on the morning of May 
21 on his way to the Wu Ting 
|Primary School at 514 Foochow Road. 
His parents made a report to the 
police three days later when the boy 
falled to show up. 

‘While the police were checking on 
an eye-witness story told by a news 
vendor of the kidnapping of a young 
child on .Foochow Road, the family 
of the missing boy received a letter 
from the Ieidnappers, in which a sum 
‘of $50,000 was demanded for the 
child's release, Two negotiators 
were sent by the Zung family to 
Soochow, but nothing transpired in 
the subsequent negotiations with the 
kidnappers. 

‘Then suddenly the boy appeared at 
‘his home yesterday morning and told 
hig relieved parents of how he had 
‘escaped froma honse in East Yuhang 
Road a few hours earlier while his’ 
guard was asleep. A prompt report 
fo the police resulted in a rald at 
the house and the arrest of a male 
‘and a woman, who had kept watch 
over the boy, and a suspect. 

It was ascertained that the kidnap- 
pers used a hire car in whisking the 
Boy away on the morning of May 21. 
‘The car was found to be the one 
which was taken forelbly from its 
chauffeur on the same morning the 
Kidnapping took place. ‘The boy had 
been kept in the house in East 
‘Yuhang Road since the day of his| 
disappearance.

Briton Found Dead 
After Robbery 


Shanghai, May 30. 

‘Mr. Charles Chegwidden, 60-year 
old Briton, was suffocated ‘to death 
Jat his Nanzing Road home at about 
11 pm. on May 28, when two armed 
robbers, who presumably knew that 
{their victim was living alone tem- 
porarily, bound and gagged him and 
Jeubsequently made off with loot, the 
deseription and value of which’ has 
not yet been ascertained since the 
victim and his wife were the only 
persons to know what was in the 
house at the time. 

It is evident, however, that the 
robbers were interrupted in the per- 
petration of thelr crime, since a re- 
sident of an adjoining house raised 
fan alarm after hearing the commo- 
tion in Mfr. Chegwidden's home. 


Detectives from Hongkew police 
station arrived on the sceno within 
1a few minutes but were unable to 
‘make any arrests since the thugs had 
already lefl. It was believed, how~ 
Jever, that the detectives in charge of 
the ‘case have several clues which 
‘may result in the apprehension of 
the culprits within a short time. 


‘Suffocated by Gang 
‘An ambulance was immediately’ 
|summoned to the house after the de- 
fectives had ascertained that Mr. 
Chegwidden was in an extremely 
serlous condition, but when admitted 
to the General Hospital, he was cer 
tied dead. It was believed that he 
‘was suffocated by the gag which the 
criminals had put into his mouth. 

It was impossible to ascertain 
whether or not a struggle had taken 
place, since the house was not im 
Gisorder when the police arrived, al- 
though st was held doubtful that Mr. 
Chegwidden could have resisted his 
{two aggressors, since he was a con~ 
}valeseent, having only recently left 
the General Hospital.

Struggle Against Increasing Financial Difficulty, 
High Volume of Work Feature Record for 1939 


Shanghai, May 30. 


\HE outstanding features of the work of the Lester Chinese| 
Hospital during 1939 were struggle against inereasing financial 
difficulties and the completion of a volume of work only slightly] 
below that of 1938, which was the highest the hospital had reached, 
according to the annual report of that institution, which has just} 


‘been issued. 


‘The congestion in Shanghai was not in any way] 


relieved during the year, housing conditions did not improve, and| 
inadequate food supplies, which in 1938 had affected principally| 
the poorest groups of the population, began to affect those who| 


normally would have been comparatively well off. 


Cholera was much less prevalent 
during 1930 than inthe. preceding 
year, but typhoid remained an all too, 
common disease. Berl-berl, which 
hhad been so severe in the past, was 
Jess ‘evident in both extent” and 
severity. Tuberculosis stood out pro- 
minently and it was doubtful wheter 
‘poor food oF bad housing and working 
conditions contributed “most to the 
increase of the “white plague,” but 
Voth are to blame. With accommoda- 
tion fer tuberculosis patients and 
facilities for treatment so. small, 
‘Shanghai is not in-a position to com~ 
bat the Increase effectively.

Chinese Oppose Tax 
Increase by F.M.C, 


Shanghai, June 5, 

In a teller forwarded tothe 
‘Municipal Council of the French 
Concession, the Chinese Ratepaye: 
Association in the Concession asks 
Council to reconsider its proposal 
for increasing the “Jand tax” and 
“vehiole tax” as from July 1. Tt is 
contended that the budget "shows 
‘a surplus and that therefore an 
Increase of taxes is not necessary. 
While not belittling the importance 
of taxation as a source of income, 
retrenchment 1s strongly advocated. 

Tt is stated in the letter that 
the proposed inerease of taxes is an 
all-round. inet the highest in- 
exease belng over 40 per cent, Tho 
problem of liveliiood has " been 
Yendered more difficult than before 
sinee the withdrawal of Chinese 
authorities from Shanghai, it is 
explained, and the impending in- 
erease in the taxes will give a 
pretext to landlords to inerease 
rents, which in turn will give rise 
to rent disputes, 

It is also. contended that increased 
taxes will cause merchants to. in- 
erease prices. Price Increases are 
contrary’ to the policy at present 
adopted by the Concession authori- 
ties, aiming at reducing prices, it is 
stated. Furthermore, it ts pointed 

















out, increased taxes will affect peace 
and order.

Tt must be borne in mind that the 
authorities at home, as well os their 
representatives here,-have thelr own 
methods of dealing’ with the  situa- 
‘tion, and while serious mistakes have 
already been made and it is to be 
expected that more , will follow, 
nevertheless the problem as to how 
Britons in Shanghai can best be used 
cannot by the wildest Aight of im- 
agination be regarded as one likely” 
to influence the course of the war. 

For instance, ‘nothing could be 
‘more ludicrous’ than the suggestion 
that territorial units could be formed 
in Shanghai, yet, there will be some 
‘who support such an idea and the 
fact that action is not taken can 
only add to the irritation of those 
anxious to contribute thelr quota in 
thelr country’s hours of need, 

Tt would take me far too long to 
explain in detail why such a plan 
is impracticable, but I will only 
say, that by the time Shanghal had 
supplied the number required — to 
produce two Companies of an Ine 
fantry Battalion every British, com- 
mercial organization including banks, 
steamship Companies ete, would 
have been put out of business. 

‘That much of the material is of 
the right kind is not disputed, but 
how that material can best be used 
{is quite another matter, 

“The war has only commenced, and 
it is common knowledge that there 
are a number of men in Shanghai 
who served with distinction In the 
war of 1914- men who would 
be of unquestionable value were 
they in England today, yet they are 
playing the role alloited to them, 
pamely, waiting; and anxious to Mi 
‘any appointment or duty which the 
competent authorities may elect to 
allot to them, ie. according to 
their qualifications ‘now on record 
through the proper channels, Let 
‘me say also, that we may yet want 
all the men’ we have in’ Shanghai. 

‘Those who feel the urge too strong.

Daylight Savin, 
Advice to Residents 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuxa Dany News” 

Sim-—With June 1, rapidly ap- 
proaching, it still seems tobe unset- 
fled whether or not we are to have 
daylight saving. 

‘Those who have lived in countries 
where summer time or daylight sav- 
ing has been adopted know what an 
inestimable boon this has proved to 
be to an overwhelming majority of 
the population. 

‘Most’ of the objections that were} 
raised before the measure was in 
troduced proved to be without any 
valid foundation andthe gains in 
health, pleasure, and cconomy of fucl| 
have been so great that it would be| 
next to impossible for any govern- 
‘ment in countries that have Daylight 
Saving to propose its abolition. 

Why then ean we not Immediately| 
adopt’ it in Shanghai. ‘The previous| 
‘argument that it would put us out of| 
gear with the surrounding country is| 
‘no longer valid. Actually it would| 
bring us into line with the surround- 
ing territory which is already one| 
hour ahead of our time in the Inter-| 
national Settlement and the French| 
Coneession. 

It has been stated, I believe, that] 
‘some inconvenience would be caused| 
in finanelal circles if Hongkong did 
not also adopt the same time. In an- 
'swer 10 this, most financial houses 
‘Shanghai have already adopted sum-| 

hours to the extent of advane- 
ing thelr hours of business by half an 
hour, and if summer time is general- 
ly adopted by’ alteration of the clock, 
It is probable that the individu 
‘adoption of summer time by certain 
firms as at present would be un- 
necessary, and sueh firms will prob- 
‘ably revert back to their ordinary 
offige ‘hours of 9-12 and 2-5. 

‘This surely will not mean that we 
will be very much out of gear with| 
Hongkong and in any ease the amount| 
of Shanghai business that is depend-| 
‘ent upon the financial time in Hong-| 
kong must be an extremely small| 
percentage of the whole. Also it is| 
extremely likely that Hongkong 
would be only too glad to adopt 
daylight saving ond is only holding 
back because’ Shanghai “has not 
done so. 

In any case the interests of a very. 
‘small section of the community can- 
not be considered as against the In-| 
erests of the very great majority. 

‘On ‘the other hand it is unreason 
able to expect either the Shanghai 
Municipal Council or the authorities 
‘of the French Concession to legislato| 
in advanee of public opinion, and so| 
far publie opinion has unfortunately| 
not beon very expressive. 

Beyond a few letters to the press,| 
nearly all of them anonymous, though| 
heaven knows why, there has  not| 
been much expression of ~ public| 
opinion on the matter. It is under- 
stood that some of the chambers 
‘of commerce and residents’  associo- 
tions have expressed themeelves as| 
being in favour in principle, though| 
that is not very helpful unless they| 
fare in favour in practice.

= April general index as compared with 
that of the preceding month. It stands 
at 364.72, boing 091 per cent. or 3.36 
points lower than March, A. signi- 
leant rise is shown in the clothing 
‘group, reaching 342.18, an increase of 
1836 per cent. Being comparatively 
of minor importance among the en- 
tire expenditure of the working 
families, this ascendency is partially 
offset by the decline in the food 
group, Which is 38743, showing. a 
drop ‘ot 2.11 per cent.” during the 
month, ‘The fuel index is 470.70, de- 
lining by 0.81 per cent, while the 
miscellaneous Index Is 385.07, rising 
by O37 per cent, over the previous 
month. ‘The purchasing power of the 
dollar’ is $0.2742 of its 1936. value. 

With rice standing at about the 
same level as the preceding month, 
Saigon rice being 2.28 per cent. up 
‘and non-glutinows and glutinous rice 
0,13 and 6,50 per cent, down respect~ 
ively, and with vegetables and fish 
declining appreciably, the food index 
Is brought down during the month,

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BRITAIN’S 1940 ARMY 
By Grex, Sm Hucu Euues 


For the second time in a generation we are 
faced with the task of raising an army on 
‘the continental scale, and that means, in one 
way and another, to a larger or a smaller 
degree, expansion of existing resources or 
the ereation of now resources. It means not 
only the raising and training of men, but the 
building up of factories and industrial pro~ 
cesses to supply the necessaries of war. 
All these things require time, and somehow 
or other time has to be gained. 

Now in 1914, we had to fight for time. 
All know the story: how the old Expedi- 
tionary Force, reinforced as time went on 
first by Regular troops and then by some 
splendid Territorial battalions, formed the 
wall behind which the other Territorials 
were expanded, the Dominion forces were 

formed and the New Armies were assembled. 
‘The old Army had to fight hard, and by the 
spring of 1915 there were not many left of 
those who had formed its original members. 
Indeed, it is true to say that the New Armies 
never saw the old. Today, the position is 
quite different. ‘The Regular Army, albeit 
smaller, is. intact. ‘The other two Services 
have shad all the nuggets up-to-date in this 
‘war—and good luck to ‘em. The Citizen 
Armies at home and in the Dominions are 
forming now behind the wall of the French 
frontier defences, 


In 1914 and until a much later period in 
the war, there was no such thing as con- 
scription, and the Citizen Armies were 
formed entirely on a voluntary basis. ‘There 
‘was a Territorial Force which was consider- 
ably below strength and which had to be 
made up both in officers and in men, and it 
was very early in the day that Lord Kitch- 
ener came down to the House of Lords and 
startfed the country by demanding an in- 
crease for the Regular Army of 500,000 men. 
Eighteen divisions of the New Armies were 
very rapidly started, and there was an im- 
mediate rush to the’ Colours of some of the 
finest flower of the nation. But they were 
formed on nothing at all. Such officers as 
could be collected, a few old non-commis 
sioned officers ; there was no accommodation, 
there was no uniform, there were no boots, 
there was no equipment, there were no wea~ 
pons, and there was no administrative 
machinery ; there was nothing but enthusi- 
asm and good will. One hears of a battery 
that was raised and trained by one retired 
major of Volunteers and a band sergeant. 
One hears how the infantry drilled and 
marched in bowler hats, with walking sticks, 
for weeks and months ; and so on, 

But the wonder was performed, and it is 
a fact that fourteen months ‘after the 
declaration of war, no fewer than seventeen 
out of those eighteen divisions had left this 
country for overseas. Some people would 
call that ‘muddling through.’ T should prefer 

. to say it was a miracle of improvization. But 
miracle or no, the process had very grave 
defects, ‘To begin with, there was no selec 
tion of the men themselves and a very large 
number of square pegs inevitably got into 
round holes, and there enlisted in the ranks 
a very high proportion of potential officers. 
and a very large number of skilled 
thechanies, and of specialists whose services 
would have been far more valuable to the 
State in other capacities. It was an ex~ 
pensive and a wasteful process, and finally it 
pul a strain far too great on’ the available 
resources of stat officers and commanders. 
For all the time that the now armies were 
being formed, a parallel effort was bein 
made with the Territorial Foree, and all 
that time the old army was fighting for its 
life in France. 

‘Today, our effort is being made on lines 
which one may describe as far more orderly. 
‘The expansion of our Citizen Armies is being 
made upon the machinery that exists in the 
‘Territorial Army, and it is a year since the 
Territorial “Army was doubled, and it ix 
nearly one year since the Militia Act, now 
the National Service Act, became law.’ This 
Act, compels the registration of men between 
cerfain ages and their calling-up as and when 
required. ‘That doesn't mean by any means 
that the volunteers necessary are not forth 
coming: but it does mean that the Army 
ean be formed and carried on with the least 
possible dislocation to industry, and that 
the civil life of the country can yo on as 
uninterruptedly as other circumstances al= 
low. 
































In 1914, it never had been contemplated 
that we should send to the Continent more 
than the original Expeditionary Force, and it 
‘was very soon clear that the scale on which 
equipment had been ealewlated was inade- 
quate even for that force. Again, a hasty 
improvization had {o be made, but it is com- 
mon knowledge how short the old Army was 
in those dificult days of guns and of shells, 
‘and how hard put to it it was on that aecount. 
It was not until June of 1915 that the Minis- 
try of Munitions was begun—ten months 
after the war. Again, it was formed on very 
Uittle and it was not for another year

that its output became really effective. 
Today the Ministry of Supply has been in 
existence for some time ; but it has not started 
from nothing, but with a lot of very good 
spade-work done for it before it came into 
existence. It has at its disposal men whose 
names are very well known in the industry 
of this country. Industry itself, as regards 
both the management and the 'workpeople, 
has inherited the experience of its predeces~ 
sors in the last war. ‘The science of muni- 
tion-making is no new thing, as it was in 
1915. 





On the other hand, the equipment of an 
army is a very much more complicated busi- 
ness than it was 25 years "yo. There arc, 
too, in comparison with the last war, very 
‘much heavier burdens in the claims of anti- 
aireraft defence and of an enormously ex- 
panded Air Foree. But in spite of these 
additional burdens, we must surely be many 
‘months ahead of our last experience. I hope 
so, for it is upon supply that depends as much 
as upon anything else, firstly, the expansion 
‘of our armies, and, secondly, their fighting 
power, and the lives of our men. 





And now I want to mention a little about 
‘men; and first of all about the men them- 
selves, the new young entry to the army, the 
‘Militiamen, Well, they are just the young 
men of our race. They will sing when it 
rains, like many generations of British sold~ 
fers "nave done before them. They will 
grouse, and they will scrounge, but they will 
serap.' And the young officers? Now here 
the new system is already in practice, and to 
my mind, it is an admirable system. The 
future young. officer goes with all the other 
Militia boys to. the depot where they are 
trained, and at the end of two months a cer~ 
tain quota of young -Militiamen are nomin- 
ated to be trained as officers, and they are 
picked on a system of marking, without 
favour or affection, and quite regardless of 
what they were ‘before. Boys look very 
much like each other when they are in battle 
‘dress, The particular quality to which 
weight is given is that of leadership, ‘The 
results, I'm told, are very interesting. In 
one training unit the boy who was the first 
choice had been a farm labourer, and in at 
other the first choice was the son of a small 
contractor who employed five men. I don’t 
know whether this is what is called demoera- 
tization of the army, but I am quite sure, 
as an old soldier, that it is a very sound way 
of discovering leaders. 

‘And now I come to the class of officer that 
is called “the middle piece"—that is, the re- 
gimental subalterns, the captains and the 
majors. Now the middle piece in eyery 
army is a difficult thing to get really level, 
and it is no use blinking the fact that in a 
citizen army, as in all other armies one will 
have inevitable inequalities, there will be 
weaknesses, and there will be misfits. There 
Is only one thing for that, and that is a 
rigid selection for promotion, and a system 
of infiltration from units that are eM™icient, 
of officers into units that are not quite so 
ood. The whole question is delicate; it is 
difficult, and sometimes it is unpleasant. But 
surely these things must be accepted, for it 
may be a question of lives; and personal 
feelings, and the personal preference of in- 
dividuals as to where they want to serve, 
must give way. 





1 come now to the higher commanders and 
ffs, and here 1am full of hope. Com- 
parisons are sometimes odious, and T am not 
yoing to make comparisons between the 
higher commanders we have today and those 
under whom we had the honour of serving. 
many years ago; but not one of the latter 
will, Tam sure, grudge my saying this: that 
their successors today have one enormous 
advantage which was denied to them in 1914. 
‘The higher commanders of today were, so 
to speak, bred and born on the theory ‘and 
the practice of continental warfare—of war- 
fare on the grand scalo—and they know 
thelr Boche already. That is the only com- 
parison I am going to make, but I am going 
to note something more. In the commanders 
and higher staff officers of today, we have 
fa body of men brought up in the same school 
of thought. They have worked together 
for years, they have held since the last war 
responsibilities all over the world ; they are. 
physically fit; they are mentally alive. They 
live simply, and they live hard. And they 
‘are quite young enough. And to those who 
like to talk about brass hats I will just add 
that almost without exception these men 
have, in their youth, been decorated for 
bravery in the field. 
‘There is just one more comparison I want 
to make between 1940 and 1914, and that is 
in regard (o our relations with our Allies, 
the French. You will remember that in the 
Tast war, it was not until three-and-a-half 
years had passed that unity of command was 
conceded and that Marshal Foch was ap- 
pointed Generalissimo. We have started this 
‘war unity of command, and we have started 
this war with great confidence in the French 
High Dircetion. The relations that exist be- 
tween our commanders and their French 
‘comrades in France are so close that when 
one reealls the misunderstandings and dis- 
‘agreements that occurred in the last. war, 
these seem almost unbelievable. 

‘And I think any French general will say 
the same thing. There is more to it than 























that. The sentiment of belonging to one! 
Army {goes right down to the rank and file, 
and to the people of France with whom they 
lodge. ‘The Army has gone back to France 
not as foreigners, but as friends. 





ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


May 27.—We saw a smoke treo in a local 
garden a few days ago: it was literally covered. 
with a mass of feathery panicles which some- 
‘what reminded us of small ostrich plumes. The 
tree is known botanieally as Cotinus americanus, 
it is an American species which may be found 
in some trade lists under Rhus cotinotdes. We 
have not previously seen the tree growing in 
Shanghai: "the one we saw may be the only 
‘specimen. It is such a healthy tree that local 
conditions must be sullable for it and we pro- 
Sese to try to got some cuttings next Septem- 
ber. As a lawn Specimen it is hard to beat. The 
summer-flowering splrea, Spiraca japonica, is 
beginning to flower. ‘This dwarf shrub, a native 
to China end Japan, has flat corymbs of rosy- 
red flowers and it differs from the spireas pre- 
viously recorded in these notes in-so-much as it 
is Qowering on stems produced this year: the 
other spireas flower on stems produced the 
previous year, This habit of the plant renders 
it necessary for us to prune in early Spring, 
whereas the Spring flowering species are not 
pruned until the flowering season is over. We 
notice that the local “Bermuda” grass is in 
flower on our lawns. This is often referred to, 
in error, as the bamboo grass; but it is easily 
identified by its four spikelets of flowers at- 
tached to the flowering stem. The true bamboo | 
grass has one spike only. Cynodon dactylon, as 
the Bermuda grass is known to botanists, is a 
‘most useful lawn grass: its fine leaves. being 
very suitable for special areas such as bowling 
fgreens, and as it will stand close “shaving” dur= 
ing the Summer on well drained land, it is much 
used for planting on local greens. It, derives 
its name from the Greek kuon, a dog, and 
dons, a tooth —wanx. 


May 31—We noticed on our stroll today that 
Catalpa ovata a close relative of the Indian 
‘bean tree is beginning to flower. The catalpa 
is very showy when in bloom and its foliage 
is also attractive: there are a few avenues 
planted with this tree around Shanghai. In many 
cases, “heading back” has been resorted to and 
this ‘system of pruning has prevented the 
natural development of the trees. If we try 10 
find a fault with the catalpa we shall find that. 
it has a tendency to become top-heavy an 
the main branches are not quite so “elastic” as 
those of some of the other trees, it is liable 10 
‘snap during strong winds. With all its faults, 
the eatalpa is a fine shade tree and what could 
be nicer in the garden these hot days. than a 
perfect shade tree and a good supply of those 
aids to hot weather comfort which we know 
‘50 well. We saw a bed of beautiful dwarf yellow 
calla-lilies the other day: the spathes showed 
‘up well agoinst a background of spotted foliage; 
there were also a few dwarf white callas in the 
same bed. Writing of calla-lities reminds us that 
the plant has and still is causing quite a few 
hheadaches amongst keen gardeners. The com- 
mon ealla-lily which we all know so well and 
which Is being offered for sale in the shops 
today. was previously known to botanists as 
Calla’ aethiopica, later it became Richardia 
afrleana while now it is known as Zantedeschia 
aathioptce. We have been asked by a reader 
‘of these ‘notes for information regarding the 
Canterbury ‘belt and how the name eriginated, 
‘We shall have to look this up. We have a faint 
recollection that the name ‘was connected. in 
some way with Thomas a Becket, who met his 
death in the north transept of Canterbury 
Cathedral; but we are not clear about this. The 
plant is ‘known as Campanula medium a1 
there are numerous varieties. The common 
name of the campanvia is bell Nower.—w.s.K. 


June 3—While we were strolling through a 
local garden during the weekend, “Tommy” 
thought that he could smell honey. We 
vestigated and found » tree literally covered 
‘with small greenish-white flowers which had a 
Gelightful fragrance. The hanging branches were 
slender and the leaves were three-nerved at 
the base, Zizyphus sativa is the botanieal name 
‘of the tree which is commonly known as the 
Chinese date plum or jujube. The tree bears a 
large quantity of smail olive-shaped fruits in 
due course which are poor in quality. There 
fare numerous varieties in cultivation in China 
‘and several species, some of which produce 
excellent fruit: the best fruit is said to be pro- 
duced in the area around Tsinan. Another local 
fruit tree was seen bearing a number of orange: 
coloured fruits in the same garden. This was 
the Loquat or “Pe Pah", or, as it is known to 
botanists Eriobotrya jeponica, ‘The “Pe Pah” 
crop appears to be very smali this year: this is. 
probably due to the heavy frosts ‘experienced 
last Winter when the tree was in flower of just 
selting its fruit. The mulberry’ Js much mé 
clever in this respect for it docs not flower ‘until 
danger from frost is over. The botanical name 
of the “Pe Pah" was derived from the Greek 
cerion meaning well and boirys, a cluster: the 
tree is evergreen and a most useful subject for 
the garden as it is very ornamental in appear- 
ance throughout the year. ‘The wood is very 
strong and reddish in colour; it is used for 
‘making rudder posts for boats'on the Yangtsze 
river—W.a.k.

‘Further, all the women’s organiza 
tlons, such’ as the Women’s Institute 
and ‘Townswomen’s Guilds are co- 
‘operating with the newer organiza 
tions, to assist in the national effort. 
Youth movements, like Girl Guides, 
are also active. 

‘Women's greatest contribution to 
the war will undoubtedly be in the’ 
Industrial field, In July, 1939, there 
‘were 4,088,900, ‘over 92,000 in engine- 
ering, about 80,000 in textiles, over: 
30,000. in tho distributive ‘trades, 
about 390,000 making motor vehicles, 
eycles and aireraft and about 390,000 
working in the metal trades, 

‘No figures are available for the 
number of women at present in ine 
dustry, bul there has ‘been a very 
considerable Increase sinee the out 
bbreale of War. As the mobilization 
‘of man power goes forward, many 
‘more will take men’s places’ in. ad- 
ministrative positions and in every 
kind of trade, from airerst manu 
facturing to catering. 

‘Women who are dining more domes- 
tie work, including home laundrying, 
jam making ete., release other women 
for work In factories, and thus con- 
tribute to the industrial War effort.

the world over. We are told that the 
rabbit and the hare are not native 
‘animals, but must have come in pos- 
sibly fora Mongolia or even from 
the Occident. Rhinoceros horn, like 
[deer horn, was thought to possess cer- 
tain medicinal properties, and even 
now at the Chinese medicine shops 
rhinoceros horns are found, probably 
Imported from Africa. ‘This horn 
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used to be carved, often exquisitely, 
in the form of a cup. 
Jade Cleadas 

As I have already said, models of 
domestic animals in stone, pottery, 
bronze or jade were buried with the 
deceased; ‘there were also. human 
‘gures, dancers or warriors, alle- 
gorical creations, and various musi- 
cal instruments,’ the last chiefly. in 
bronze, All these are extremely valu- 
able in ‘reconstructing Chinese life 
over bygone centuries, 

‘The author then proceeds with the 
study of the part played by “reptiles, 
fish ‘and invertebrates” through the
